C. E. MITCHELL’S STOCK SALE 
TO WIFE HELD FRAUDULENT 


Tax Appeals Board Rules on Petition of For- 
mer National City Bank Head Involving 
$1,275,000 Claim on Income.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—The al- 
leged sale by Charlies E. Mitchell, 


former chairman of the National 
City Bank of New York, of stock to 
his wife to establish a loss for in- 
come tax purposes was held frau- 
dulent today by the Board of Tax 
Appeals. 

The board also ruled a payment 
received from the management fund 
of the National City Co., to be tax- 
able income ,and held Mitchell to 
have acted fraudulently in failing to 
report it. 

On the other hand, his sale and 
repurchase of stock in the Ana- 
conda Copper Mining Co. were held 
to be bona fide, andthe loss sus- 
tained to ze deductible. 

Mitchell had appealed total in- 
come tar deficiency claims and pen- 
alties of $1,275,644 for 1929 and 1930. 
The board ordered redetermination 
of the deficiency based on its find- 
ings, allowing the $715,918 reduction 
for loss on the Anaconda stock. 

The Government asserted Mitch- 
ell had an income of about $3,500,- 
000 in 1929 and more than $750,000 
in 1930 but paid no tax for either 
year. 

Mitchell was acquitted of crim- 
inal charges in connection with the 
case and argued that his acquittal 


barred the Government from col- 
lecting any tax. 

He resigned his position with the 
bank in February, 1933, following 
his testimony in the Senate Stock 
Market investigation of selling 
stock to establish a loss and keep 
from paying an income tax. 

Mitchell had claimed a deduc- 
tion of $2,872,305 as loss on the 
sale of the bank stock to his wife, 
in addition to the deduction for 
the loss on Anaconda, and had 
failed to report, the decision said, 
the receipt of $666,666 from the 
management fund of the National 
City Company. 

His failure to report for -taxa- 
tion dividends paid in 1930 on the 
bank stock. sold to his wife was 
held to be fraudulent for that 
year. 

Likewise, the Board ruled, over 
the dissenting opinion of one mem- 
ber, Charles P. Smith, that the fail- 
ure of a jury in the Federal Dis- 
trict Court in New York to convict 
him of fraud with intent to evade 
tax did not absolve him from the 
assessment of the 50 per cent fraud 
penalty. 

Internal. Revenue officials esti- 
mated the decision would permit 
the Government to collect about 95 
per cent of the original total de- 
ficiency of $1,275,644. 


10 REFUGEE JEWS 
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Manifesto Bars ‘Undesirable 
Elements’ Driven From 


Small Towns.

BERLIN, Aug. 7.—An official 
Nazi announcement proclaimed to- 
day that further measures would 
be taken to prevent “undesirable 


elements,” especially Jews, from 
coming to Berlin for refuge. 

The announcement said the mea- 
sures have been arawn up by Count 
Wolf Hendrick von Hellidorf, head 
of Berlin police, and Julius Lippert, 
Nazi commissioner for Berlin, to 
halt the migration, described as 
“greater than ever before.” 

Driven from small towns by the 
Nazi anti-Semitic campaign, the 
refugees seek protection in Berlin, 
saying they have no place else to 
go unless they leave the. Reich. 
Despite a warning issued last 
week, the movement apparently 
persisted in such proportions that 
the city officials have decided to 
act. 

Bavarian authorities at Bad Toelz 
today closed the Park Hotel, fre- 
quented exclusively by Jews, on the 
ground that the Jews’ behavior had 
called forth a unanimous protest 
by all Aryans. 

(The Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
reported that the Burgomaster of 
Bad Toelz had decreed that all 
Jews must leave the spa within 24 
hours and that 350, including sick 
and aged, were affected by the or- 
der. The agency stated the expul- 
sion was reported due to the forth- 
coming visit of Julius Streicher, ac- 
tive anti-Jew campaigner, who is 
going to the resort shortly to take 
the cure.) 

An indication that importance 
was placed on Goebbels’ address to 
an Essen demonstration Sunday 
against all “stute enemies” came 
from the fact that the speech was 
reproduced on phonograph records 
to be played today and tomorrow 
over nine radio stations. The 
speeches of Reichsfuehrer Adolf 
Hitler seldom have been given such 
publicity.

SOLD IN MISSOURI 
AT 20c A POUND 


U. S. Agents Sent to South- 
eastern Section of State to 
Stop Illicit Trade.

The tobacco bootlegger has ap- 
peared in Southeast Missouri. A 
special force of Federal agents from 
the office here of the United States 
Collector of Internal Revenue is at 
work to stop the illicit trade. 

Roughly made packages of Ken- 
tucky-grown tobacco are being sold 
by bootleggers, it was learned, at 
from 18 to 20 cents a pound. The 


Federal tax on the legitimate prod- 
uct is 25 cents a pound. 

One man, arrested recently in 
Crawford County by Deputy Rev- 
enue Collectors, had in the back of 
his machine 680 packages, weighing 
647 pounds, of natural leaf tobacco 
which had been dampened, rolled 
between papers and allowed to dry. 
Natural leaf tobacco users in the 
Missouri territory, it was said, have 
been buying the smuggled product 
at the reduced price in large quan- 
tities. 

The man arrested, who said he 
was C. E. Johnson of Mayfield, Ky., 
stated he was delivering the tobac- 
co to Missouri agents for manufac- 
ture, but declined to disclose the 
identity of his agents. His cargo 
was confiscated and samples were 
sent to Washington for analysis 
with the result that Collector Shee- 
han was informed that it was man- 
ufactured tobacco, subject to tax. 
Penalty for possession or sale with- 
out tax stamps affixed is not less 
than $500 fine and six months in 
jail, or not more than $5000 fine and 
two years in the penitentiary.

$50,000 for the Stock Exchange bill, 
and $25,000 for undescribed labors 
before the Federal Trade Commis 
sion . 


Tumulty Received $33,500. 


Joseph P. Tumulty, secretary to 
President Woodrow Wilson, told of 
receiving $33,500 from four utility 
companies for “advice” on _ the 
Wheeler-Rayburn bill, of which he 
in turn paid out $5000 to former 
Senator George Moses’ (Rep.), 
New Hampshire; $2500 to Tim Aus- 
berry, Washington attorney and 
veteran Democratic politician, and 
expects to pay $2500 to John 
Walsh, brother of the late Senator 
from Montana. 

Hurley’s voluntary appearance 
was the occasion for a series of 
angry clashes between himself and 
members of the committee.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—Adop- 
tion of an intercorporate dividend 
tax to prevent corporations from 
“defeating the purpose” of the pro- 
posed graduated corporation income 
tax was recommended to the Sen- 


ate today. 
“The House disregarded the 
President's suggestion in this re- 


spect,” Robert H. Jackson, counsel 


for the Internal Revenue Bureau, 
told the Senate Finance Committee 
in response to questioning. 

Asserting the graduated corpora- 
tion income rates suggested by 
President Roosevelt would produce 
desirable consequences from many 
standpoints, Jackson said: 

“If intercorporate dividends con- 
tinue to be entirely exempted from 
taxation, there would be a powerful 
temptation for large corporations 
further to complicate their capital 
structures by organizing a series of 
operating subsidiaries, each one of 
which would be able to take advan- 
tage of the lower rates in the early 
brackets. 

“This would not only defeat the 
purpose of the graduated tax, but 
would positively pervert it by 
further complicating capital struc- 
tures already too complicated. This 
may be prevented by taxing’ the 
dividends which would be received 
from: such subsidiaries sufficiently 
to offset any tax advantage which 
might be derived from their crea- 
tion.” 

Estimate on Revenue. 

Jackson estimated $39,700,000 in 
revenue could be raised by reduc- 
ing to 85 per cent the present 100 
per cent exemption of intercorpo- 
rate dividends from the corporation 
income tax. 

He said the 10% to 16% per 
cent rates suggested by the Presi- 
dent—with small corporations bear- 
ing the lower levy—not only would 
produce more revenue, but would 
give tax relief to 95 per cent of all 
corporations. Only 5 per cent of 
the larger would sustain an addi- 
tional burden, he said. 

The House has turned down the 
corporation income rates recom- 
mended by Roosevelt. It voted in- 
stead to substitute a graduated tax 
of 13% to 14% for the existing flat 
at 13% per cent levy. Under the 
House plan the lower rate would 
apply to corporations with net in- 
comes of $15,000 or less. 

As for the graduated excess prof- 
its tax on corporations which the 
House approved in lieu of a wider 
range of income levies, Jackson said 
the “adoption- of either does not ex- 
clude the other.” The excess prof- 
its tax was not recommended in the 
Roosevelt tax message. 

“They are inconsistent in princi- 
ple, and while the application of 
both would be complicated,” Jack- 
son said, “it is by no means impos- 
sible. Each is an effort to measure 
the burden by ability to pay and 
each takes a different measure of 
ability.” He said an excess profits 
tax did not take into consideration 
that “enjoyment of high rates of 
profit by small concerns during 
prosperous periods enables them 
better to withstand the heavier 
risks to which they are subject, and 
makes possible their growth.” 

Under the President's graduated 
corporation income scale, the wit- 
ness said, 95 per cent of all firms 
expected to report net incomes for 
this year would “pay a smaller tax 


~ under such a schedule than under 


the flat rate now in effect.” He 
argued that shifting a greater bur- 
den to the 5 per cent, or larger cor- 
porations, would “produce desirable 
consequences from many stand- 
points.” 

“A weakness of our income tax 
structure revealed by the depression 
is the violent fluctuation of Govern- 
ment revenues resulting therefrom,” 
Jackson testified. “It is apparent 
that if we can combine a tax based 
en ability to pay with increased re- 
liance for revenues upon that class 
of corporations whose income is 
most stable, and decrease our reli- 
ance for revenues upon those corpo- 
rations whose income shows the 
greatest fluctuation, we move in 
the direction of stabilizing the rev- 
enues and evening out fluctuations.” 

He said there was no evidence | 
that “any real obstacle, economic | 
or legal, to the continued concentra- | 
tion of corporate wealth, has yet, 
been created.”

The 
committee showed much interest in 
his payment to former .

He dropped 
others which brought to the sur- 
face part of a great ship's wheel- 
house. Harrington believed his sal- 
vage to be a part of the Lusitania 
and took his exact bearings. 

Helps Orphir Find the Spot. 

Capt. Russell heard the fisher- 
man’s story. “I'll take you to the 
spot,” Harrington promised, and 
Capt. Russell gave orders that the 
ship's course be set for the area. 
At 6 a. m. we hoisted anchor and 
steamed out of the harbor. The 
echo sounder began tapping out 
its sound waves recording the con- 
tour of the ocean floor. 

Shortly before 9 o'clock, Harring- 
ton said, “this is about the line of 
bearings.” He had scarcely finished 
the sentence when the line record- 
ed on the graph shot upward, and 
we knew that an immense wreck 
lay beneath us. Immediately a 
marking buoy was sent overboard. 
As we moved slowly over the hulk, 
the echo sounder outlined projec- 
tions of 15 fathoms on the graph 
in three positions. 

All day we crossed and recrossed 
the wreckage, sounding for its ex- 
act location. Without interruption, 


operations that Capt. Russell was 
able to announce that the position 
of the wreck had been definitely 
determined. Chief Diver James 
Jarrett wus instructed to make his 
first descent today in an attempt 
to identify the submerged vessel. 
The buoy was anchored with an 
eight-ton cement block. As we 
sailed back toward Kinsale to spend 
the night, the Orphir’s crew cheered 
John Harrington whose fishing 
lines brought us to the spot under 
which the Lusitania may lie. Should 
his information lead to the discov- 
ery of the Cunard liner, his. story 


will be one of the most strange and 


thrilling ever to spring from the 
sea. 

Harrington was torpedoed aboard 
the merchantman Gallier in the 
Gulf of Genoa on the same day in 
May, 1915, on which the Lusitania 
sank with the loss of more than 
1000 lives. The German submarine 
which sank the Gallier, however, 
did so without a single casualty. 
Seven torpedoes were sent across 
the vessel's bow, and the comman- 
der came aboard after the eighth 
had scored a hit and the ship had 
begun to list. The U-boat comman- 
der chatted with the Gallier’s cap- 
tain before the men were ordered 
into lifeboats. 

Harrington now lives with his 
wife in the house in which he was 
born. He told me yesterday that 
Monday night, before coming 
aboard the Orphir, “I went to my 
chapel in Kinsale and prayed that 
God would surely guide me to the 
Lusitania.” Harrington first went 
to sea at 18, and was a sailor for 
50 years. He speaks of every port 
the world over almost as intimate- 
ly as he talks of Kinsale harbor.

It carries provisions under which 
the Government would put up in 
cash the difference between costs of 
constructing ships in this country 
and in foreign yards, and finance 
the difference in costs of operating 
| ships with American crews and with 
foreign crews. 

Where the oid bill placed no limit 
on the amount of the Government's 
share of the building cost, the new 
measure fixes it at 331-3 per cent 
except where special showing is 
made justifying lifting i- to 40 per 
cent.

Under present law, the ocean mail

| The authority, which is created 
by the bill, would have until July 
1, 1936, to determine how the pres- 
ent mail contracts should be re- 
vised, and what compensation, if 
any, is due the ship operators for 
their cancelation.

A Bad Tax Bill 


These inheritance taxes. assuming that 
one person inherits the whole estate, would 
not affect many more than 8000 persons a 
year. But out of this number not many 
more than 1000 estates have a net value of 
more than $500,000. So it can readily be 
seen how very few persons are. really 
brought within the scope of the law. 

This legislation will be defended on the 
stump as a measure to make the very rich 
pay a large share of the cost of government. 
But the truth is that it merely increases the 
popular misunderstanding of where the Gov- 
ernment draws its revenues. Two-thirds of 
them have been derived this year from in- 
direct and invisible taxes. Out of total rev- 
enues of 3.8 billions, only one billion was 
obtained from the income tax. 

The income tax, thanks to Mr. Mellon's in- 
roads upon it, has become a tax’ system 
which touches only a few persons and only 
a small part of the national income. It is 
quite incapable, as it is now set up, of yield- 
ing adequate funds. Therefore, it has been 
necessary to tax the people through various 
invisible levies. These invisible levies are 
very productive, and the Government de- 
pends upon them.

Broadly speaking, therefore, the Govern- 
ment gets a smali‘part of the revenue by 
high direct taxes on the well-to-do and the 
rich, and gets the major part of its revenue 
by indirect taxes on the mass of the peo- 
ple. This creates the impression that it is 
the rich who provide the funds, whereas 
the fact is that it is the mass of the people 
who provide them. 

It is a well-known axiom that politicians 
love to spend and hate to tax. Thanks to 
the Mellon exemptions, now continued under 
President Roosevelt, we have a fiscal system 
under which the real sources of revenue are 
concealed. It is a system under which the 
people pay but do not know it. under which 
the rich seem to provide the money but 
really provide only a fraction of it. Taxa- 
tion has been made as politically painless 
as it is possible to make it and, therefore, 
. ceases to be an effective check on spend- 
ng. 

There is not a serious student of demo- 
cratic institutions and of public finance 
who would deny that such a fiscal system 
is unsound, It is wrong in principle to con- 
fine visible taxes to the rich and then ob- 
tain the bulk of the revenue from invisible 
taxes on the mass of the people. Because 
it accentuates rather than remedies this 
wrong principle, the new tax bill seems to 
me to be fundamentally objectionable.

Stand It Better Than Specta- 
tors in Opinion of Direc- 
tor Vierheller. 


Animals at the Forest Park Zoo 
stand the heat much better than 
the crowds that come out to watch 
them, Director George P. Vierhel- 
ler said today to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. He doesn't like it when 
persons start the customary talk 
about “those poor animals out 
there in all this heat.” 

For one thing, the animals have 
reasonably good accommodations, 
and in the second place they have 
good sense; when they find a cool 
lure them away 


from it. 
The three new giraffes, for in- 
stance, which come from the hot 


plateaus of Africa, won't leave the 
comparative coolness of their cage 
for a walk in the St. Louis sun. 
During all the hot weather they’ve 
gone outside only early in the morn- 
ing and when it rains. During a 
cool shower, Vierheller said, no 
amount of grain and hay will coax 
them inside. 

Next door to them four ostriches 
sit in a semi-circle with their backs 
under a spray. They just sit there 
all day. They’ve had their food in 
the morning, so there’s nothing to 
do but keep cool and wait for the 
next morning to come around.

But for the crowd which wan- 
ders around the hot gravel paths 
there is little relief. Some girls go 
about in shorts. women fan them- 
selves with newspapers, and men 
sneak off to a bench and lie down 
with their hats over their faces.

SHOULD be digested without dis- 
comfort. 

In digestive disturbances we do 
not have to bother about the en- 
ergy requirement. This is made 
up from the starches, sugars, fats 
and proteins in food. No matter 
how serious a digestive disturb- 
ance is, the patient can practically 
always digest enough of these 
foods to give him his energy re- 
quirement, 


Changes. 


Tissue replacement, which is fur- 
nished by the protein in the food 
(from milk, eggs and meat), need 
not be changed in digestive disor- 
ders. In fact, in some of them— 
for instance, ulcer of the stomach 

the protein may be increased be- 
cause it is. comfortably handled 
and digested by these people. 

No change need be made in the 
water, mineral or vitamin content 
of the diet in digestive disorders 
except that in severe diarrheas wa- 
ter is lost very rapidly and may 
need to be increased. 

We need not concern ourselves 
with the balance between the acid- 
forming and alkaline-forming foods 
as we did in diabetes, because the 
neutrality balance is not likely to 
be upset in any diet designed for 
a patient with digestive disorder. 


T vee invalid diet, as we said 


When we come to the last two | 


requirements of a normal diet, we 
find that they may have to be 
considerably modified for various 
forms of indigestion. Bulk, or 
roughage, which is furnished to 
us mostly by the fibers of fruits 
and vegetables, is Nature’s natural 
cathartic, and constipated individ- 
vale should have the bulk of their 
food increased. This may be, in- 
deed. all that is necessary to do 
for. them. It is probably for this 
reason that the apple had the old 
adage, “An apple a day keeps the 
doctor away,” hung upon it. Aa 
apple contains a very large amount 
of bulk. 


Irntations. 


In diarrhea, on the contrary, we 
reduce the bulk in the diet and 
give such things as soups, milk, 
soft-boiled eggs, mashed potatoes, 
fruit juices, which furnish no ir- 
ritating material to the disturbed 
intestines 

Smoothness of digestion is an 
important thing, particularly § in 
stomach troubles. The commonest 
digestive disorder for which a mod- 
ification of this kind has to be 
‘made, is ulcer of the stomach. 
Closely allied to it is increased 
acidity In these conditions we 
have to give what is known as a 
“smooth diet,” low in roughage and 
high in material which will com- 
bine with the increased acid and 
neutralize it. Such substances are 
lean broiled meat, mashed pota 
toes. toast or bread crust rather 
than fresh bread, creamed soups, 
milk. toast, butter and olive oil. 
The things to be avoided are the 
three S's sweet, sour and spice 
candy, desserts, pickles, pepper, 
mustard, etc. 

It is easy to see that such a diet 
can be prepared without interfering 
at all with the first four require- 
ments as set down above.

PARIS, Aug. 6— 
HE richest silks Paris has de 
T signed in a decade inspired by 
the brocades and tapestries of 
the Italian Renaissance will fashion 
some of the winter evening clothes 
soon to be shown in 1936 fashion 
shows. 


Heavy as the stiff silks of the 
middie ages, but supple enough to 
adapt themselves to the modern sil- 
houette, they fairly “drip” with the 
glamour reminiscent of the chate- 
lains of medieval castles. 


Beautiful double-faced brocades 
in such designs as silver nosegays 
on a vivid blue, fuchsia or black 
ground (with the colors reversed on 
the other side) are starred in Bian- 
chinni’s new collection. 

Heavy failles moires in tones of 
Veronese green or Titian red, rich 
silks woven in blended colors recall- 
ing the Renaissance tapestries and 
satin figured failles which slightly 
resemble brocades are other new 
fabrics designed by the same house 
to stamp the Italian influence on 
the coming mode. 

Lame glitters in new guises in the 
fall fabrics. Lame moires—the old 
“watered silks” given new life with 
the addition of shimmering metal 
threads—cloque lames, copper 
lambes and patterned lames woven 
to resemble old brocades are all 
there to add shimmer to evening 
clothes in 1936. 

Besides these there is a new “taf- 
feta velvet” which has all the 
sprightliness of taffeta and all the 
luxurious richness of velvet, some- 
times woven in two hues such as 
yellow and black, to give a change- 
able effect. Faille velvets in ribbed 
effects, checked or broad striped 
velvets in two shades of the same 
color and printed velvets spattered 
with bright nosegays are other nov- 
elties of the coming season. 

Faconne silks (fabrics patterned 
with figures of a different finish but 
of the same color, such as black 
faille worked with satiny figures) 
are predicted as favorites for after- 
noon frocks. Soft drapable silks— 
sometimes ribbed, sometimes plain 
—and fantasy pebbled marocains 
are other materials whieh fabrie 
designers believe will fashion new 
fall afternoon clothes. 

Wools reflect the vogue for ae 
cented surfaces, being marked by 
shiny pastilles, rough uneven stripea, 


big flecksand fur blobs. There are 
also soft drapable wools.
